Pssengers on Board. the American Uner Say the Old Wreck 
While Their Own Boat Was 


Filling with Water 


HAPPENED AT DEAD OF NIGHT 


Captain Watkins Quickly Took People in 
Hand and Prevented a Panic, 


NOT A SINGLE PERSON EVEN INJURED 


Women and Children Were Aroused 
from the Cabins, Brought on Deck 
and Safely Transferred to 
Land by Tugs Which 
Responded. 


Falmouth, May 21.—The American Ine 
steamer Paris, vCaptain Watkins, from 
Southampton and Cherbourg for Norfolk, 
struck on an outlying ridge of the Man- 
acles early this morning at a point half a 
the wrecked Atlantic 
and five 


mile from where 
transport liner Mohegan 
miles from Falmouth, 

The Paris, which sailed from Southamp- 
ton yesterday, called at Cherbourg and 
picked up fifty passengers. She left Cher- 
bourg at 6 o’clock last evening. Soon af- 
ter 1 o'clock this morning, at high tide, 
and in a dense fog, she ran ashore. From 
the first there was no danger. Lifeboats 
and tugs were soon literally swarming 
around the vessel to render assistance. A 
majority of the passengers, numbering 
$80, were brought to Falmouth, where they 
obtained lodgings for the night. 

Captain Watkins reported that his ship 
was lying comfortably in smooth water, 
and that there was no occasion for any 
alarming reports. He reported the pas- 
sengers and crew all well. 

The first intimation of the vessel’s strik- 
ing the rocks was a slight grating sound, 
followed by a shock and then a more pro- 
nounced shock. The lookout shouted that 
thete was something teoming ahead, but

before there was time to reverse the en- | 


‘ines the ship had gone on the fours, 3 
yards from the shore. Assistance was 
summoned by means of rockets, and the 
coast guards promptly telephoned to the 
life-saving station for boats. 

A majority of the passengers were not 
aware that an accident had happened until 
they were called up by the steward. 

On reaching the deck they found the 
ship’s boats in perfect readiness for their 
reception. The sea was perfectly calm, and 
the only discomfort that the passengers 
experienced was caused py the slight rain 


falling at the time. Owing to the calm- 
ness of the sea the boats could be man- 
aged with entire safety. Perfect order 
prevailed aboard the vessel. 
kins stood on the bridge giving orders, 
and his perfect self-possession and calm- 
ness of demeanor had a reassuring effect 
upon the passengers. In accordance with 
the instructions of the captain, the Wwo- 
men and children were the first to be ta- 
ken off the ship. Such perfect order was 
maintained that a passenger described 
the scene as simply a slow procession of 
Women and children walking in single file 
to the boats. 

Ill Fated Mohegan in Sight. 

At davbreak the postion of the vessel 
Could be better discerned. The rilliant 
Saint Anthony Nght at the entrance of 
Falmouth harbor could be distinguished 
Plainly through the misty rain, and the 
still standing masts of the ill-fated Mo- 
hegan could be seen fearby. 

It is said that a Falmouth pilot boat 
showed a warning signal to the Paris, tell- 
ing the captain that he would put the 
vessel on top of the Mohegan if he did not 
alter the course of the ship. The warning, 
however, came too late, and the Paris 
struck on a ridge to the westward of the 
Manacles. 

It is suggested that as this was only 
their second trip from Cherbourg, the of- 
ficers of the Paris were not familiar with 
the course. 

The crew of the Paris is still aboard 
the vessel. 

It is believed that the steamer has a 
large rent in her bottom in the forward 
part of the ship. Tugs are standing by 
her and will assist in an effort to get her 
off the rocks. 

Further details of the disaster show that 
when the vessel struck the crew were 
summoned on deck. The passengers, upon 
appearing, were met in*the companion 
Way with comforting words and assur- 
ances of their safety. Exceptional cool- 
ness was shown on al] sides, the stewards 
distributing coffee and stimulants to all 
Who desired them. 

Captain Watkins had his gig lowered 
and rowed ashore in order to ascertain 
his whereabouts and ¢o telegraph to Fal- 
mouth for tugs to assist his ship. In the 
Meantime rockets were sent up and sig- 
nal guns were fired. 

When dawn broke, every one on board 
Was relieved to find the shore on one side, 
and lifeboats lying nearby on /the other. 
The vessel lay with her head to the south- 
west, the reversing of her engines having 
put her broadside onto the rocks. Hap- 
Pily, the sea was smooth, and there was 
No wind. Otherwise there would proba- 
bly have been a differeut tale to tell. 

The dangers of the vicinity were strik- 


ingly prought home to the passengers ...

and crew by the masts of the wrecked 
steamer Mohegan, which are sticking out 
of the water, and by a miserable bell 
buoy, which tolls almost constantly, as 
tnough sounding a death knell, 
Passengers Transferred to Tugs. 
When Captain Watkins returned from 
his trip ashofe he learned that there was 
already considerable water in. the hold, 
and the tugs which haa arrived stood by 
in readiness for any emergency. All the 
passengers were transferred to the tug 
Dragon, but beyond the clothes they wore, 
they took nothing with them. They were 
landed at Falmouth shortly after 7 o'clock, 
the lotal agents of the American line 
meeting them and providing them with 
every care and quartering them at the va- 


rious hotels and the sailors’ home. 
When the Paris struck the tide was 
Within an hour of the flood, and. this 
proved insufficient to raise her off the 
rocks, 


Hundreds of people visited the scene 
during the day. The passengers are lavish 
in their praise of the admirable behavior 
of the officers and crew, and declare that 
it was due to their self-possession that no 
accident occurred to any one. Perfect dis- 
cipline, they say, was maintained through- 
out, 

" It is stated that those in charge of the 
Paris were so perfectiy confident that 
they were pursuing the proper course that 


‘the vessel was steaming eighteen or nine- 


teen knots an hour when they struck. 
There will be little danger to the steamer 
if the long calm continues, but should the 


wind veer to the easf or southeast, the 
consequences might be serious, 

The tugs left the scene at about 6 
o’clock. 


In connection with the accident to the 
Paris, it will be of interest to mariners 
and travelers to hear that persistent agi- 
tation, since the wreck of the Mohegan, 
has at last wnduced the Trinity brethren to 
act, and last week-they promised to erect 
a gas-lighted, automatic sound-producing 
buoy on the Menacles in place of the use- 
less bell buoy now there. 

Gangs of men on lighters have gone to 
the stranded steamer to take off the be- 
longings of the passengers. It {s reported 
that two forward compartments of the 
Paris are full of water. 

Thomas Allen, of London, a passenger 
on the Paris, on his way to New York, 


| said: 


“I was in bed when the accident hap- 
oo heard.a. seund, and then 
several hard thumps on the rocks shook 
the ship. The vessel then seemed to stop 
dead. A few minutes aater I heard some 
One calling, ‘All hands on deck.’ I roused 
my chum, who was still asleep, and we 
went on deck. We were told to secure our 
life belts, and we returned below and got 
them. We were not allowed to neturn to 
the deck at that time. Al] were kept wait- 
ing below. At the first summons a few of 
the passengers appeared in their night 
clothes, but as soon as they discovered 
thdt there was no danger they returned to 
ineir rooms and made themselves ready 
to leave the ship. The pagsengers all be- 
haved in the best possible manner. There 
was no screaming on the part of the wo- 
men, and the most perfect order was main- 
tained. We were kept waiting below for 
an hour, Coffee and biscuit were served, 
and then we entered the ship’s boats. The 
steam tugs brought us to Falmouth.” 

An effort was made this afternoon to tow 
the Paris off the rock. Three tugs were 
engaged at full pressure with the steamer's 
6teel hawsers, her own enginés assisting for 
half an hour. The attempt was entirely 
unsuccessful, the steamer not budging an 
inch. 

Pilot boat 13 claims to have saved the 
Paris from the Manacles. She was on 
guard duty near the rocks, and when she 
saw the lights of the Paris she showed a 
flare. The steamer starboarded her helm 
to eglear the cvtter, thus escaping the Man- 


acles,

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JEWISH CHARITIES 
ON EXTENDED SCALE 


National Association Has Been Provision- 
ally Organized, 


THE OFFICERS ARE ELECTED 


Temporary President Discusses the 
Question of Transient Relief. 


HOSPITAL FOR CONSUMPTIVES BESCRIBED 


Constitution and By-Laws Will Be 
Prepared During the Session 
Now Being Held. 


 —— 


Cincinnati, O., May 21.—A provisional or- 
€anization of the National Association of 
vewish Charities was made here today by 
representatives from a dozen states and 
from most of the large cities. 

The discussion of the address of Tempo- 
rary President Isaac S. Isaacs, of New 
York, on transient relief Was continued 
at today’s session. Mrs. Edward Pisco de- 
scribed the hospital for consumptives at 
Denver and showed that many were sent 
there as transients without means of sup- 
port. All would be cared for, but means 
of support was necessary. The commit- 
tee made favorable reports on the recom- 
mendations of President Isaacs and Mrs. 
Pisko, but the whole matter of formulating 
a System for the relief of transients was 
referred to the executive committee, 

Dr. Golstein delivered an address on 
“Family Desertion,’’ and a general discus- 
sion followed, not only on methods for pre- 
vention, but also on plans for the care of 
deserted women and children. This matter 
was also referred to the executive com- 
mittee. 

A plan for the provisional organization of 
the national conference of Jewish chari- 
ties was adopted.- As soon as it is indorsed 
by the United Jewish Ceharities of at least 
ten cities of over 100,000 population the fed- 
eration will be a permanent national organ- 
ization to meet annually. There were ten 
such cities represented in the meting today 
and th representativs of the same took 
copies of the provisional plans with them 
to submit to the United Jewis Charities 
of their respective cities. As soon as these 
ten charter members are announced, then 
all cities having an organization of United 
Jewish Charities will become eligible to 
membership in the national organization 
without in any manner affecting the auton- 
omy of their local organizations. The fol- 
lowing officers were elected:

Pels, of Baltimore; Mark, of Chicago, and 
Massing, of St. Louis. 

This committee will draft a constitution 
and by-laws and fix the time and place 
for the next annual meeting.

eighteen and twenty years, respectively, by 
Walter Rowell, eighteen years of age. The 
young men were returning home from a 
campmeeting when a quarrel arose. Both 
parties belong to prominent families in the 
neighborhood. 


DELEGATES ATTEND CHURCH. 


Dean O’Foly’s Sermon at The Hague 
a Brilliant Discourse. 

The Hague, May 21.—Dean O’Folly’s ser- 
mon at the English church today was at- 
tended by the chief Anglo-Saxon delegates. 
It took the form of a brilliant discourse 
upon the development of the principles of 
international arbitration, based upon the 
text ‘‘And your old men shall see visions 
and your young men shall dream dreams,” 
the old men being typified by. Gladstone, 
whose efforts led up to the Geneva con- 
vention. 

Triple Alliance Against Arbitration. 

London, May 21.—The Daily News pub- 
lishes a dispatch from The Hague sup- 
posed to be inspired by Willlam T. Stead, 
editor of The Review of Reviews, which 
is in part as follows: 

‘Regarding arbitration, the present po- 
sition of the delegates seems to be this: 
Germany and the other powers of the triple 
alliance are entirely against it, and Tur- 
key follows in their wake. Great Britain 
and the United States are entirely in fa- 
vor of it. Professor Von Stengel, of the 
German delegation, said today: ‘“Arbi- 
tration is impracticable when two nations 
are divided by a vital issue, while in less 
important questions it exists already.’ 

“France is he#tating and will probably 
agree with Russia. Several delegates con- 
fess that they came to the conference un- 
prepared and have already learned much. 

Property on the High Seas. 

London, May 21.—The correspondent of 
The Daily Chronicle at The Hague says: 

“The United States would like to discpss 
questions affecting private property at sea, 
and it is not true that such questions have 
been ruled out of the conference. An 
Anglo-Saxon delegate declares that if the 
conference should do nothing but agitate 
the establishment of international arbi- 
tration of an optional kind and extend to 
the sea the same respect which is paid 
to private property on land in time of war 
it would do much.” 

Czar Instructs De Staal. 

London, May 22.—The Morning Post pub- 
lishes the following dispatch from its cor- 
respondent at The Hague: 

‘“‘M. De Staal, head of the Russian dele- 
gation and president of the conference, re- 
ceived final instructions from Emperor 
Nicholas to deal with the question of real- 
izing compulsory arbitration whether by a 
supreme tribunal of several great powers 
or by private tribunal consisting of. the 
powers whose interests might be at stake 
with the subsequent friendly mediation by 
some third power.” 


Smallpox on Blackwell’s Island. 

New York, May 21.—A case of smallpox 
was discovered. in the almshouse on ack- 
wells island this afternoon, and as a result 
of the subsequent investigation by the 
board of health officers, the entire island, 
on which there are about 10,000 persons, has 
been put under quarantine,

AGITATES CUBANS 


Question of Suffrage |s Proving 
a Knotly Problem, 


AL INOS OF PLANS STUDIED

Universal Suffrage Is Net to the Liking 
of the Students. 


EDUCATIONAL QUALIFICATION WON'T GO 


Property Plan Has Many Draw- 
backs, and Out of It All the 
Managers Are Unable So 
Far To Do Any- 
thing. 


Havana, May 21.—Senor Domingo Mendez 
Capote, secretary of the government, has 
been devoting considerable time to a study 
of the electoral laws of various nations, 
with a view of formulating plans for in- 
auguration here. Universal suffrage is 
considered advisable in some respects, but 
it would have many objectionable features. 

On the other hand,,Senor Capote thinks 
an educational qualfication would not 
prove satisfactory, uriless: sufficiently com- 
‘prehensive to exclude those taught espec- 
ially for elections. He says the Cuban 
Jeague is dolng much in the way of pre- 
paring the voters to exercise the electoral 
function. Day and night schools are con- 
ducted in all the villages for this purpose, 
the education being gratuitous and the at- 
tendance being numerous and enthusiastic. 

The greatest objection to the property 
qualification is that a majority of those in 
cities who formerly had property, and the 
Spaniards in particular, and many capa- 
ble Cubans, have been totally ruined dur- 
ing the last three years, and would not be 
justly treated were a property qualifica- 
tion enforced. Senor Capote is carefully 
considering the problem and will submit 
his views to Governor General Brooke, 
about the middie of n-«xt month, when 

t 
he will ask for the fsuance Of such a 
decree as he will then have in readiness. 

The Cubans for the most part, however, 
disapprove the present system of making 
laws, contending that Senors Capote and 
Lanuza have too much influence with the 
military administration and _ persuade 
General Brooke to sign decrees under a 
belief, on his part, that the people desire 
them, when as a matter of fact, the sec- 
retariles have considered nothing except 
their individual wishes. 

A number of persons interested in ‘“‘the 
debtor and creditor decree’ attended the 
departure of the five commissioners this 
afternoon for Washington, where they hope 
to secure a modification of the measure. 
Dr. Juno, head of the commission, said the 
question was of great importance, because 
affecting milHons already invested, and pre- 
venting millions from being invested. 

“The proof of what I say is seen in the 
fact,’’ he declared, “that on the day when 
the decree Was issued, all joan transact- 
ions edased. The very next day the rate 
for lohns rose from seven to efght per cent 
of the usual figures.’ 

Major Eugene F. Ladd, treasurer of the 
customs funds, intends on July Ist to begin 
a new treasury system of disbursements by 
checks as in the United States, thus intro- 
ducing into the smaller cities of the island 
modern money transfers. The North Amer- 
ican Trust Company, acting as depository 
of the revenues, will establish branches in 
the principal cities and correspondents in 
others to facilitate carrying out Major 
Ladd's plan. 

The special committee that has been in- 
vestigating the finances of Havana reports 
that the bonded indebtedness of $9,543,500 
has been reduced to $33,000 since January 
Ist. The issues are made recallable at any 
time. The eommission will later recom- 
mend taking up the 6 per cent at 5 and 
possibly 4% per cent. The floating debt, 
which is largely due to employees and con- 
tractors under the Spanish regime, has not 
been touched. Probably the court of claims 
will reduce the face of the claims before it, 
now amounting to $2,500,000, by at least 50 
per cent. Major General Ludlow, military 
governor of Havana, will postpone until the 
autumn the projected new bond issue for 
public works. 

General Ludlow has revoked a concession 
given in 1704 to the O'Reilly family, under 
which they were allowed to tax every head 
of cattle slaughtered to the amount of Wc. 

It is estimated that during hte existence 


of the concession, the family has colleced 
from $3,000,000 to $5,000, 


SENT CUSHING TO ANNAPOLIS. 


Francis Smith Edwards, ex-Congress- 
man, Dies in New York. 
Dunkirk, N. Y., May 21.—Francis Ed- 
wards died at his home in this city last 
night of paralysis, aged eighty-two years. 
He represented this district in congress for 

a number of years, beginning in 1854. 
While [fm congress.he took Lieutenant 
William B, Cushing, of Albemarle fame, 
to Washington and made him a page, and 
later on secured hig appointment two the 
naval academy at Annapolis.

Calumet, Mich., May 21.—This city is ex- 
cited over a sermon delivered by Rev. H.

Rev. Hunter took occasion 
to criticise the national administration for 
its Philippine policy, and its course dur- 

ing the Spanish war.

“Any man who talks like that is a traitor 
to his country and his flag, and I refuse 
to listen to him.”

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DAWSON CITY HAS 
DISASTROUS FIRE 


Alaskan Metropolis Is Almost swept 
Away for Second Time, 


LOSS RUNS OVER $4,000,000 


News of the Disaster Is Sent Out by 
Telephone from Bennett. 


STARTED IN THE BUSINESS SECTION 


Famine in All Kinds of Building Ma- 
terial Has Been Caused by the 
Conflagration. 


Victoria, B. C., May 21—An extra edi- 
tion of The Skagway Alaskan received by 
the steamer Lees at midnight, contains the 
following report, wired from Bennett to 
Skagway just previous to the sailing of 
the steamer: 

Another disastrous fire has visited Daw- 
son City, this time fairly wiping out the 
entire business center of the town, creat- 
ing losses that will aggregate $4,000,000 with 
not a dollar’s worth of insurance. The 
news was telegraphed from Bennett this 
afternoon by the special correspondent of 
The Daily Alaskan, who received it from 
a man named Tokales, who had just re- 
turned to Bennett from a long and perilous 
trip out from Dawson over broken trails, 
open rivers and dangerous lakes. 

Mr. Tokales reports that the fire oc- 
curred on April 2lst, in the very heart of 
the business center of the city, commenc- 
ing near the opera house on the water 
front and spreading with unusual rapidity, 
driven by a strong wind, destroying every- 
thing in its way on that street down to’ 
and including. Donahue & Smith's estab- 
lishment anq@ taking in all of the water 
front buildings abreast of the same blocks. 
The fire crossed the street, burned through 
and spread over to Second street, cover- 
ing the principal business portion of Daw- 
son, leaving it all in ashes with the fire- 
men helpless and powerless to do any- 
thing. 

The fire consumed everything in the 
Simmons Royal cafe down to and oppo- 
site the Fairview hotel. All the buildings 
burned like tinder, due to the fact thaf 
they had been standing for nearly two 
years and the logs were as dry as powder. 
The fire spread with such rapidity that 
the people were unable to save anything 
in the way of furniture, goods and cloth- 
ing, so that the losses when footed up 
promise to be even greater than at first es- 
timated. Among the prominent firms burn- 
ed out were: 


Clelan & McFeely, Parsons Produce Com- 
pany, Aurora saloon, Bodega saloon, Mad- 
den house, Hotel Victoria, McDonald block, 
Bank of British North America and scores 
of smaller firms and business houses. 

This fire came at a time when the mills 
and dealers in building material had ex- 
hausted their winter supply and were walit- 
ing the opening of navigation to replenish 
their stocks. The results are there is a 
famine in. all kinds of building material 
and furniture, such as sash, doors, locks, 
hinges, etc. The few articles still remain- 
ing outside of the burned district have 
quadrupled in prices. Doors are selling for 
$35 each, door locks $8 each and everything 
else in proportion. The town is paralyzed, 
because nothing can be done until the 
opening of navigation, which will not be 
for several weeks.

NOTHING FROM OTIS OR BROOKE. 


Administration Received No Messages 
from the Generals Yesterday. 
Washington May 21.—There was a lack 
of news in official quarters today from 
General Otis at Manila or Gencral Brooke 

at Havana. 

The president and war depaftment offi- 
clals are awaiting with much interest ad- 
vices expceted tomorrow from General 
Otis, respecting the outcome of the meet- 
ing between the commissions representing 
the United States and Aguinaldo, though 
the belief expressed by the American com- 
mander at Manila, that the insurgents 
want an armistic as.a condition precedent 
to treating for peace, leads to the belief 
that no immediate results may come form 
the meeting. 


INSTRUCTIONS AS TO DUTIES. 


President Issues Circular to Agents in 
the Islands. 

Washington, May 21.—President McKin- 
ley, through Assistant Secretary of War 
Meiklejohn, has made the following im- 
portant announcements relating to the in- 
ternal affairs of the several islands now 
under the military control of the United 
States:

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CONFERENCE STILL GOING ON 


Commissioners Have Ne Power To Bind 
So-Called Insurgent Government. 


KEW FACTORS APPEAR UPON SCENE 


All the Moneyed Leaders of the In- 
surrection See Nothing but De- 
feat Ahead and Are Anxious 
To Secure #eace at 
Once. 


Manila, May 21, 11 a. m.—The Filipino 
cCmmissioners who arrived here on Satur- 
day to negotiate with the United States 
commissioners held a conference this morn- 
ing with Messrs. Schurman, Worcester and 
Denby. They say that they are without 
power to bind the so-called Filipino’ gov- 
ernment in any particular and can only re- 


fer any results of the present negotiations 
to Aguinaldo, 


The commissioners, General Gregorio del 
Piiar, Lieutenant Colonel Alberto Barret- 
to, Major Zealita and Senor Gracio Gon- 
zaga, With their families, spent the day in 
visiting friends in Manila and conferred 
with Senors Florentino Torres, Pablo 
Ocampo and Teodore Yanco, ‘the members 
o: the local Filipino association, who will 
participate in the meetings with the Ameri- 
can commissioners. 

Senor Torres was a member of Aguinal- 
do’s commission before the war. He op- 
poses independence and favors autonomy, 
and he has been most influential in per- 
suading the followers of Aguinaldo to make 
the present advances. 

Autonomy is the burden of the talk of the 
Filipinos, and it is thought ¢hat the kind 
they wish for would be little Qlifferent from 
the American protectorate which they talk- 
ed of before the war. 

Senor Paterno, who has succeeded the 
irreconcilable Mabini as president of the 
Filipino” So-calied cabinet, Is “a ‘student 
and a writer of ability. He once drew up 
a plan of autonomy under Spain which the 
Spanish government promised to adopt, 
there then being a troublesome rebellion 
on foot. The American commissioners, in 
studying the question of the Philippine gov- 
ernment, have found several good points 
in this scheme. Paterno is now the strong 
man in Aguinaldo’s party. 

All the moneyed leaders of the insurrec- 
tion see that it is hopeless and are anxious 
for peace. Those who want money think 
they may profit by harassing the Ameri- 
cans a while longer. 

On the suggestion of Mr. Schurman, pres- 
ident of the American commiseion, the lo- 
cal Filipino peace party has started a news- 
paper. 

Major Kobbe’s expedifion to open com- 
municatidn with General Lawton has oc- 
cupied Arayat, about seven miles beyond 
Candaba, on the Rio Grande, following the 
course of the stream. No insurgents were 
found and the Pampangas along the stream 
are friendly. 

Last Friday Major Kobbe took Santa 
Ana, about six miles beyond San Fernando, 
to the northeast, on the road to San Iel- 
dro. A priest met.the expedition with a 
white flag. 

Delegations from San Nicolas and §San- 
tiago, smal! villages just south of Arayat, 
came to him with the news that 200 insur- 
gents, who had been holding both places, 
had withdrawns They invited the Ameri- 
cans to enter, and as the members of the 
expedition marched in the church bells were 
rung and the timid natives who had fled 
ficcked back. | 


STRAWBERRY SEASON CLOSED. 


Growers Have Not Profited by This 
Year’s Crop. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., May 21.—(Special.)— 


The strawberry season practically closed 
here tonight, the shipment tonight being 
only 2,000 crates. Since the 4th of May, 
when the season begun, there has been 
shipped from this point 16,000 crates, 
amounting to about 245 cars of berries, the 


largest quantity ever shipped for one sea- 


son. Owing to the backwardness of spring 


prices have ruled very low, the average 
price being only about $1.16 per crate. Last 
vear 85.000 crates were shipped, but the 


price was on an average of $2 per crate. 
The market has become so profitiess that 
growers have quit picking, and it ts estl- 
mated that one-third of the crop set out 
will rot on the plants in the field. The 
acreage this year was nearly double that of 
last year and the crop was enormous and 
of very fine quality. The growers have 
made little money this year.

Dr. A. H. Hayden submits a s'atement 
that he was called on to attend the two 
little girls of Malcolm Brown and found 
them in a horrible condition. Their bodies 
were cut as though lacerated with a knife, 
some of the wounds half an ‘nch deep. 
The woman had been in the habit of whip- 
ping the children, but her cruel treatment 
culminated when she tied them by the 
wrists to a joist in her house and then 
stripping them entirely nude, whipped 
them with a buggy trace till they weltered 
in their blood. 

The eldest girl received 126 lashes and her 
body shows the terrible punishment. The 
children crawled away to the home of a 
neighbor and begged protection. For two 
days prior they had had nothing to eat, 
though they had done the cooking for the 
female fiend. 

Mr. W. A. Radcliff appealed to Trial 
Justice Perry for the arrest of Brown and 
the woman, but in some way they were al- 
lowed to escape. It is stated positively 
that the constable of Magistrate Perry was 
seen in the company of the woman, after 
which she fled, and it is believed he warn- 
ed her. 

A number of merchants and professional 
men then offered their services to Magis- 
trate Cook as special constables. He gave 
them the warrants and the man was ar- 
rested at New England, S. C., but no trace 
has been found of the woman. 

The condition of the girls is horrible and 
critical. Altogether the circumstances gsur- 
rounding the case make it one of the most 
revolting in the criminal record of the 
state. 


MOORE SHOOTS THREE WOMEN. 


Anniston Man Uses His Pistol Promis- 
cuously in Kansas City. 

Kansas City, Mo., May 21.—Levi Moore, a 
clerk in the city market, shot and perhaps 
fatally wounded Mrs. Jennie Campbell and 
Mrs. Emma Landis and Mrs. Anna Meck 
Bumeck at 6 o'clock this morning, in a 
jealous rage. 

The Campbell woman had deserted Moore 
for another man. This morning Moore 
armed Nimself and went to her room- 
ing house in Wyandotte street. Mrs. 
Campbe]l answered the ring, but ran back 
into the house. Moore sent a bullet into 
her back and the woman ran screaming 
through the house. In Mrs. Landis’s room 
she appealed for help. This further en- 
raged Moore, and he fired two shots at 
Mrs. Landis, one taking effect in the abdo- 
men. Into another room Moore followed 
the Campbell woman. 

Mrs. Bumeck, awakened by the shooting, 
arose from bed just as Moore entered her 
room. He opened fire upon her, one shot 
Piercing her back. Moore then ran from 
the house and down the street, flourishing 
his revolver at a crowd that followed. He 
shot at a negro, but misséd his mark, and 
Was arrested a moment later. 

When removed to the hospital half an 
hour later, Mrs. Bumeck was completely 
‘Paralyzed. All are considered mortally 
wouhded. Moore feigns insanity. He is 
thirty-eight years old, and has a wife and 
child in Anniston, Ala. Mrs. Campbell, 
who is thirty-two years old, {s a divorced 
woman, Mrs. Bumeck. is thirty-six, and 
Mrs. Landis {§ thirty-one years old. 


NEGROES ARE NOW UP IN ARMS. 


Barber Killed and Three White Men 
Wounded in Wisconsin Town. 
Joplin, Mo., May 21.—Andrew Woods, a 
negro barber, was killed in Main street at 
noon today and three white men were acci- 
dentally shot in the melee.

Three .by- 
standers, all white men, were hit by stray 
bullets. Leonard has a good reputation. 

Great excitement exists among the ne- 
groes and trouble is feared. The police are 
armed iwth Winchesters ready to resist a 
mob, should violence be attempted, 
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Widow and One Son Dead and Another 
Son Mortally Wounded. 

Toledo, O., May 21.—In the village of 
Middleburg, in one corner of }jogan coun- 
ty, Mrs. Rachael Austin and her son were 
murdered and their bodies were ‘buried in 
the house where the deed was committed.

GERMAN PRAISES 
MERICAN NAVY 


Compares Our Warships with Ves- 
sels of Other Nations, 


SOME SUPERIORITY 1S SHOW 


Declares the United States Naval Officer 
Has Decidedly Too Much To Do. 


SAILORS ARE HIGHLY COMPLIMENTED 


Says Our Method of Recruiting Is 
Calculated To Secure a Good

Washington, May 21.—Captain von Roe- 
ber Pashcalitz, naval attache of the Ger- 
man embassy, talked interestingly today 
With a representative of the Associated 
Press as to his observations of the Ameri- 
can navy. 

Speaking if the technical construction of 
American ships, Captain Pashealitz said: 

“While the American ships are built on 
the same general lines as the German 
and Engiish ships, yet they show a ten- 
deney to try new ideas, to experiment, on 
details. For instance, the disposition of 
ammunition and the ammunition hoists are 
admirable contrivances. The ammunition 
is served through one central chamber and 
is delivered immediately back of the gun, 
ready to be placed in th¢ breech and fired. 
Syhis is ao obviously the right thing and 
$0 practical in the rush’ and’ confusion 
of action that, all navtes followed your 
lead. There are many of these small points 
which the naval observer, and 
altogether they are developing and per- 
fecting the ideal fighting vessels. In the 
placing of guns and armcr the American 
and German ships are very much alike 
except that we have never resorted to 
your device of the qgoubie-decked turret, 
which is probably not beyond the experi- 
mental stage. The iarge coal capacity of 
American ships TS a Capital feature which 
serviceable if you are 
to have outiying territory such as Hawail 
and the Philippines.” 

‘How does the personnel of our navy— 
the officers and men—cempare with that of 
other navies?” was asked. 

“The American naval officers have much 
technical knowledge, perhaps more than 
German officers. You have just united the 
engineer branch with the regular line of 
the navy, so tijat liereafter ail your naval 
officers will have to be steam en- 
gineers. That is carrying the technical 
knowledge very far and will put great re- 
quirements on your officers. When officers 
are compelled to master such a mass of 
detail they have scant time for consider- 
ing the larger question of attack ang de- 
fense and the real science of warfare. 
They become too mechanical. The great 
naval commanders are not merely en- 
gineers, ‘but men of intellectual attain- 
ments, thought and statesmanship as well 
as technical knowledge of ropes and iron. 

Praises Torpedo Boats. 


“When your torpedo boat service is fully 
developed, it will be found that your offi- 
cers have another large field of usefulness. 
As yet the American torpedo boat service 
is not organized as with us. We have 
these craft formed in divisions, with spe- 
cial drills and maneuvers suited to their 
size, such as a troup of soldiers would be 
drilled. But there is little in that Une here 
as far as I have observed, and the uses 
of the torpedo boat are yet to be realized. 
I have seen they are much used as dis- 
patch boats, rather than as a well occu- 
pled adjunct of attack and defense. Prob- 
ably when all your new destroyers and 
torpedo boats are completed this organiza- 
tion will follow and then will come this 
new line of study and practice for United 
States officers, giving them, with all. their 
other duties, an unusual amount of tech- 
nical, knowledge to master, 

“Ag to the American sailor, ft is hard to 
judge him by any foreign siancara, as your 
ideas and ours are so ‘totally different. 
Physically the American sailor is a splendid 
specimen. The American method of re- 
cruiting is ealculated to get a good class 
of men, drawn from a wide stretch of coun- 
try and with frequent infusions of new 
blood, with us salloring is almost a life 
business. Probably, as a whole, the Ameri- 
can system gets a better class of men 
than that in vogue abroad. It certainly 
tends to give the men greater self-reliance 
and that in turn may be the reason they 
are such good fighters. They certainly 
know how to keep your ships in ship-shape, 
and the discipline and general conditions 
observed on board an American man-of-war 
are probably equal to those of any naval 
service in the world,”’

many ?’’

Two Navies Growing. 

‘ft ds proceeding at about the same rate 
and it seems as though the American navy 
would develop on about parallel lines for 
some years to come. With us a general 
plan of naval development has been pro- 
vided, covering the period up to 194. In 
that time are authorized nineteen battle- 
ships, eight coast defense ships and twelve 
cruisers and thirty small cruisers are al- 
ready under way. This, on the whole, is 
about the same as the developments con- 
templated and now in process of execution 
in the Unitted States. 

“Our facilities for naval ship building are 
probably greater than’ yours, as we have a 
system of large ship building plants, be- 
ginning with Dantzig & Schiehau, on the 
east; then there are the Vulcan works at 
Stettin, which is a private institution, capa- 
ble of doing large government contracts, 
and those at Hamburg and at Bremen. 
There are government yards at Dantzig, 
Kiel and Wilemstrau, and the government 
also makes use of the private yards. For 
instance, the Hamburg firm, which built 
some of the largest Atlantic liners, is now 
building one of our new battleships with a 
tonnage of about 12,000. The American ship 
building facilities appear to be developing 
rapidly, for, besides the government yards 
at Brooklyn, there are the big private 
plants at Newport News, Philadelphia and 
San Francisco, besides the healthy young 
ree such as those at Elizabethport, 

When the return of Admiral] Dewey was 
referred to, Captain Von Rueber Pascalitz 
spoke of the enthusiastic reception which 
was belng prepared for him and the devo- 
tion felt for him by the American people. 
Then, referring to alleged friction in the 
Philippines, he said: 

“IT have never yet heard from any German 
officer a word of ill-feeling over affairs at 
Manila. While at home recently I met a 
number of our officers, who were just out 


from the Philippines, and who had been 
stationed on our ships during theewar. They 
spoke as cordially of the American officers 
and of the fraternizing of your sailors and 
ours. There jg not the slightest feeling, I 
can assure you, among German naval offi- 
cers toward their brother officers on this 
side. Personally, I look upon Dewey as a 
fine type of the sailor-gentieman; quiet, 
modest, but with plenty of energy. And I 
wish your People could understand that we 
look upon Admiral Von Diedrich, whom I 
know Personally, in much the same way; 
not as he has sometimes been represented 
in this country, but as the quiet sailor; the 
last man in the world to give needless of- 
fense and a splendid type of the gentleman 
afloat. With two such men, it is unfortun- 
ate that exaggeration has created some {Il 
feeling, and I know German officers do not 
share it, and wil] be glad to see it dis- 
appear,”’ ie"

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COAST GUARDSMAN TELLS OF IT. 


Efforts of the Water Front Police Are 
Fully Described. 

‘Coverack, May 21-One of the coast- 
guardsmen at Coverack has made the fol- 
lowing, statement to a correspondent of the 
Associated Presg: 

“It wag 1:21 a. m. today when I dis- 
covered the lights of a steamer close in- 
land just over the wreck of the Mohegan. 
I immediately sent up a rocket, which 
was responded to in a few moments by the 
signal gun of the Paris. Chief Jeffers. of 
the coast guard, summoned his men and 
manned the lifeboat. Unlike the case of 
the Mohegan, the Paris could be easily 
seen. The rocket apparatus was prepared 
and the first shot discharged. It failed to 
reach the vessel, but the second fell acrose 
her bows and was quickly fastened. 

In the meantime the Port Houston life- 
boat and the Falmouth tugs responded. 
There was a heavy ground swell running 
with a southwesterly breeze and it was 
very hazy. . 

“On reaching the Paris Chief Jeffers 
found Captain Watkins maintaining the 
best discipline. There was no signs of 4 
panic. The starboard boats of the Paris 
were swung ready to launch. All the wo- 
men and children were being collected to- 
gether and the p pt arrival of the tugs 
facilitated debarkatiom,”’ 


INQUIRIES FOR ‘PASSENGERS. 


New York Office Announces Vessel To 
Take the Paris’s Place. 

New York, May 21.—At the office of the 
American line in this city today Second 
Vice President James A. Wright made 
public eleven cable dispatches bearing on 
the disaster to the Paris as soon as they 
were received. 

Early in the day Captain Watkins, of the 
Paris, cabled: 

‘Paris went ashore 1 a. m. Sunday off 
Lowland point; lying comfortably; smooth 
water.” 

Lioyd's agent at Falmouth cabled: 


“Paris near Menacles; weather foggy; 
water, calm.”’ 


Another cable from Falmouth gave in- 
formation that tugs were around the steam- 
er and that the passengers were being 
landed. Mr. Wright also received word 
that Henry Wilding, the agent of the line 
at Southampton had gone to Falmouth. 

From ‘the cables received, Mr. Wright 
“took a véry hopeful view of the affajr. He 


to indicate that the steamer was not dam- 
aged. 

During the day there were only two in- 
quiries made at the office for passengers 
on the Paris. The New York, of the Amer- 
ican line, will take the place of the Paris, 
sailing from here a week from Wednesday. 
She is arranged the same as the Paris, 
so that those who have engaged on the 
Paris will occupy on the New York, the 
same staterooms they secured on the sunk- 
en vessel. 


WOMEN TELL OF EXPERIENCE. 


They All Assert That There Was No 
Excitement at All. 

Falmouth, May 21.—Among the passen- 
gers of the Paris were many poor female 
emigrants, mostly foreigners. All have been 
safely housed in the Sallors’ home here. 
One of the women describes her’ experiences 
as follows: 

“I was awake when the vessel struck. I 
heard a dragging sound and felt a shock; 
then the engines stopped. I went upstairs 
to find out what was the matter. I could 
see the land quite plainly. I thought the 
ship had stopped to take on passengers. I 
di@ not think there was anything wrong, 
and I returned to ‘bed and stayed there half 
an Jhour. Then a steward told me to get 
up. I said: 

‘**There’s my baby; don’t wake him.’ 

“The steward replied: 

“If you want to save your baby, get up.’ 

“I got up and dressed myself and the 
baby and went on deck. We were much 
frightened, but there was no confusion. 
They treated us in the kindliest manner, 
and finally brought us here on a tug.”’ 

Mrs. Batcheler, a sister of United States 
Senator Vest, of Missouri, who embarked 
at Cherbourg, says the weather was wet 
and nasty when they left port. She retired 
early, and at about 1 o’clock was awakened 
by a tremendous crash, which at first seem- 
ed to arise from the machinery. Then 
everything became so quiet that she did 
not leave her berth. Soon afterwards, how- 
ever, she was aroused by a steward, who 
urged the passengers to dress and go, on 
deck immediately. Putting on a few things, 
Mrs. Batcheler hurried above and found 
hundreds of half-dressed passengers there 
before her. The officers were busily en- 
gaged in preparing the boats for launching, 
and calming the passengers, though there 
was comparatively little excitement, as it 
_was evident that the ship was not sinking, 
and at daybreak all were assured by 
glimpses of the shore.

“worked like trojans in getting the old 
people and children off, and they certainly 
deserve great praise.”’ 


PASSENGERS DESCRIBE EVENT. 


Old Steamboat Man Realized That the 
Vessel Had Hit a Rock. 
Falmouth, May 21.—H. W. Southworth, 
one of the passengers, an Englishman, 

e6ays: 

“The Paris had good weather most of the 
evening, the moon being about ayer” 
quarters full and at the zenith at 
o’clock. The weather was misty, but not 
foggy. When the vessel struck, most 
the passengers were asleep. She seeme 
to rise, then quivered, grated over the rock 
and stood stil] with a slight list to port. 
The shoc ksuggested striking 4 derelict or 
a small vessel, and the possibility of be- 
ing on the rocks, therefore, was not sus- 
gested until the stewards were heard cry- 
ing:

came on deck in their night 
Jne man wore his drawers and 
his wife’s fur cape, but his appearance 
caused so much smiling that his wife sent 
him down to drew, which he did in music 
form, to the equal amazement of all con- 
cerned, There were no signs of a panic. 
The soundings made showed nine fathoms 
of water forward, and fourteen aft; but 
the ship rested on a flat rock, with rocks 
rising on each side, which held her almost 
erect. ‘ 

“The officer’s log determines the position 
of the Paris, and the position of the 
wreck of the Mohegan shows that the 
Paris was even more out of her course 
than the Mohegan, she having passed be- 
tween the Mohegan and the shore, and 
then, when the mistake was discovered, 
having changed her course in the hope of 
clearing the rocks, thus miraculously es- 
caping the Manacles.”’ 

Captain G. W. McCallum, of Pittsburg, 
says: “I heard a tremendous crash, and 
as a steamboatsman, I knew we were on 
the bottom, and that if she slipped ffom 
the rock we would be In a queer street. I 
hurriedly put on my clothes and went up 
stairs, where I met the steward, who was 
shouting, ‘Alf. hands on deck.’ As I 
reached the deck I could just make out 
the masts of the Mohegan. Officers and 
crew worked hard to restore confidence, 
and the women seemed calmer than many 
of the men. As soon as the tugs arrived I 
knew we -were all safe, as the.sea was 
calm, and there would hé no troubie in 
transfering us.’’ a “i 

Captain Scott, of the ship Kinrogs, said: 
“I was bringing my vessel inte Falmouth 
harbor when the accident to the Paris 
occurred. St. Anthony light was clearly 
visible for five or six miles, and I heard 
the bell of the Manacles buoy aS We pass- 
ed. A misty rain was falling, but there 
was no fog, and we saw the coast line 
nearly all the way from the Lizard, It is 
impossible for me to understand how the 
Paris got into that position any better 
than the Mohegan. The possibility of mis- 
taking the St. Anthony light for the Liz- 
ard is ridiculed, as the former is a re- 
volving oil, low down, and the Lizard light 
is two fixed electric lamps on a high cliff.’’ 

Mrs. A. G. Spaulding, of Chicago, says: 
‘Tl was well forward and felt the shock, 
When I roused my colored maid, she in- 
sisted upon staying in bed, exclaiming: 

‘If we must drown, let us drown in 
bed,’ 

“It was with some difficulty that I per- 
suaded her to go on deck, even when res- 
cue Was assured.” 

Henry Widing, managing agent of the 
lire, who arrived fron; Southampton. en 
this afternoon by special train to arrange 
for the transportation of the passengers. 
said to a correspondent of the Associated 
Press: 

“IT have had no opportunity to inquire as 
to facts, and certainly have no theories to 
indulge. The Cherbourg stop was adopt- 
ed some time ago, and was by no means 
unusua]l. Captain Watkins is one of the 
most trustworthy officers on the Atlantic, 
and I must await the results of the in- 
vestigation ‘before passing any judgment.” 

Tonight the Paris lies in much the same 
Position as when she struck, her bow be- 
ing out 150 yards fro mthe shore, and her 
stern about 200. Almost in a direct line, 
and about a mile abead, Wes the wreck of 
the Moheban. Just outside the bows of the 
Paris is a great tagged rock; and a ridge 
of rocks projects into the water 200 yards 
ahead.

LONDON AGENT KNOWS LITTLE. 


Thanks Are Returned to the British 
Navy for Help Rendered. 

London, May 21.—Mr. Currie, London 
manager of Richardson, Spence & Co., sald 
to a reporter af the Associated Press this 
afternoon: 

“I am not yet in a position to explain the 
mishap to the Paris nor to apportion the 
blame. If any responsible agent of the 
company is on the spot investigating, the 
facts will be known in due time. At pres- 
ent I only know officially that the Paris 
ran on the rocks at half-past 1 o'clock this 
morning during a thick, drizzling rain. 

“I rejoice that nobody was even hurt. 
The cargo is now being discharged on 
lighters, and the prospect is favorable for 
saving the ship if fine Weather continues.

Gunboat and an English Admiral Sent 
to the Paris. 

Plymouth, May 21.—The admiralty has 
Sent several fast government vessels from 
Devenport to assist the Paris.

Called Out. 


Four young white men were arrested yes- 


te terday afternoon on the charge of being tm- 


plicated in an attempt to shoot a negro 
man and a negro woman on Madison ave- 
nue, In the remr of the fire department 
headquarters. 

The affair caused a Sunday sensation and 
int one time, when the two first arrests 
were made, it looked like there was to be a 
riot. and the police reserve was called out. 
The reserve wagon dashed through the city 

hout half-past 5 o’clock bound for the 
Mitchell street viaduct, where two of the 


Prisoners were being held by an officer, 


ho it was said was about to be mobbed 
by friends of the prisoners. A large crowd 
of excited people were gathered at the 
place, many standing upon the yviadu :t and 
yatching the scene going on below in front 
of the Central freight depot. 

The appearance of the police reserve qui- 
eted matters and the two prisoners, W. B. 
Smith and D. S. Pittman, were placed in 
the Wagon. 

Later W. N. Dodson and L. D. Herrin 
called at the police barracks to inquire 
about Pittman and Smith, and: they, too, 
were locked up on the charge of being im- 
plicated in the shooting, 

The shooting occurred about 5 o’clock on 
Madison avenue. A negro man was walking 
slong the avenue when three or four young 
men who had been drinking met him and 
one of them said: 

“Boys, let’s kill the black rascal,” and one 
ef them, so the negro states, drew a pistol 
ad fired at him once. The negro ran be- 
hind a fence and then to Alabama street, 
Yhere he sought protection in the fire en- 
fine house. 

Shot at Man and Woman. 

The young men walked into a yard and 
ried to enter the house of a negro woman. 
She called to them to leave the place and 
slammed the door in their faces. One of 
the men, the same one who had shot at the 
hegtfo man, fired a shot at the woman 
through a window. 

Specia} Officer Heard was walking down 
‘the railroad when the shots were fired, and 
he went to Madison avenue, where he met 
Patrolman Kerlin. The two officers made 
&n investigation and found the negro man. 
They made the negro go with them and 
point out the man who had done the shoot- 
ing. The officers arrested Smith and when 
they did so another young man appeared 
with a pistol in his hand. A big crowd had 
‘Collected and the officers had considerable 
‘trouble in getting at the true state of the 

/matter. They took Smith to the cal) box 
Qt the Central freight depot, and were fol- 
‘lowed by a crowd. Threats were made of 
taking the prisoner, and some one tele- 
‘Phoned for the police reserve. When the 
(Serve force arrived Pittman, who was 
(With Smith and used words to the effect 
‘that the prisoner should not be arrested, 
‘Was also arrested. , 

Officers McCurdy, Jett and Dobbins took 
¢eharge of Smith and Pittman and carried 
them to the Larracks in the reserve wagon, 
While Officer Kerlin and Special Officer 
Heard continued their investigation of the 

‘@ffair in order to find the others who were 
#aid to have been implicated in the shoot- 
‘ing scrape. 
What the Negro Man Says. 

After the first two arrests, Robert Crid- 
dell, the negro man who had been shot at, 
tallied at the police barracks and gave the 
Officers an account of the affair. He said: 


‘I came to Atlanta from Madison on the 
@€Xcursion Saturday. I was walking quietly 
Wn Madison avenue, when three or four 
Young white men met me. One of them 
ld: ‘Boys, let’s shoot the black rascal,’ 
4nd when he said this he drew a pistol and 
at me. I ran behind a fence and went 
to the fire engine house. I ‘hadn’t said a 
Word to the men and they had no cause to 
thoot at me. I heard another pistol shot 
on afterwards.”’ 


What the Negro Woman Says. 
From the negro woman, who lives in 
the rear of the engine house, the officers 
Stained the following statement: 

"Tl was sitting in my door when I saw 
three young men come into my yard. I 
failed to them to stay out of my yard, and 
one of them cursed me, while all of them 

pt coming toward me. I ran into the 

use and slammed the door, Then one 
the men, who had a pistol, fired a shot 
rough the window at me.’’ 

Officer Kerlin securea the pistol with 
Which the shooting was done and turned 
‘tt over to the reserve men. He said he 
aw a young man take it from another 
fellow and he grabbed the pistol and 
Wrenched it from the hand of the man 
‘Who held it. In the crowd and excitement 

Was not positive which man had it. 
The pistol is now at the police barracks. 
~ When taken to the police barracks Pitt- 
Man and Smith objected to being locked 
Up. They both stoutly maintained that 
they were innocent. 

Two More Locked Up: 

They had been in a cell only half an 

ur when two other young men went 
to the barracks, saying they knew Smith 

&nd Pittman and wanted to know about 

charges and the bonds. From de- 
P*criptions which the negro man had given 
of the others implicated in the shooting, 

Mticer McCurdy believed the two callers 
were the men wanted and he arrested

HE HAD HIS HEAD SMASHED

Joe and Will Elliott Were in Diffi- 
culty—Both Sides Have Differ- 
ent Stories To Tell. 


Saturday night at a fate hour, Sam 
Vaughan and Joe and Will Elliott, all 
well-known white men, were arrested for 
engaging in a row in which Vaughan fired 
& pistol four times and got his head 
Smasked with a rock. 

The crowd had a quarrel in a saloon 
and separated. . Afterwards they met and 
the difficulty was renewed. The whole 
crowd seemed to have been against 
Vaughan, and when he met them again 
he had a friend with him. 

They tell different stories of what oc- 
curred. Vaughan says he was only trying 
to keep down a fuss and to prevent sev- 
eral fellows from jumping on a young 
man who was by himself. He was after- 
wards walking with a friend at the in- 
tersection of North avenue and Marietta 
Street, when the crowd pelted him with 
rocks. One of the missiles, he Says, struck 
him on the head, dazing him. Then he 
drew his pistol and fired four times into 
the crowd. 

The Elliott boys say that Vaughan 
followed them up and fired his pistol be- 
fore they used the rocks. Joe Elliott ad- 
mits that he struck Vaughan with a rock, 
Dut states that he did so to keep Vaughan 
from shooting him. 

lt was reported to the police that 
Vaughan had shot a young man, but so 
far the wounded man has not been found. 

The affair will be looked into by the re- 
corder this afternoon. 


PRISONER DIES OF MEASLES. 


David Roberts, Moonshiner, Died in 
the Tower Saturday at Noon. 
He Had a Relapse. 


Saturday a'’bout noon, David Roberts, a 
prisoner at the Tower, died from a re- 
lapse of an attack of measles. He was in 
the Tower serving a sentence for illicit 
distilling. 

Roberts came from ‘White county. He 
Was a middle-aged man, and was convict- 
ed of making moonshine whisky and was 
sentenced to six months imprisonment. 

For the past two months the measles 
had been raging in the ‘lower, there having 
been over 100 caes. The patients were at 
fintst separated from the other prisoners, 
and every measure possible adopted to 
prevent a spread of the disease, but with- 
out any good result. 

Roberts was stricken with the disease, 
and he was considered about well. He 
Caught cold and took a relapse. Saturday 
he grew suddenly worse and died about 12 
o’clock. 

The body will be gent to his home in 
White county.

Dodson works for the Southern Furnil- 
ture Company.

Herrin works for the Southern Car Com- 
pany. He, along with the other three pris- 
oners, said he had nothing to do with the 
shooting. 

What the Police Say. 

In the face of these details the arrest- 
ing officers say they found the four to- 
gether, and aérrested Smith, thinking he 
was the man who shot at both the negro 
man. and the woman. 

The negro Criddell was locked up with- 
out any charge against him in order to be 
held as a witness. 

The trials will take place in the record- 
er’s court this afternoon at 2:30 o'clock. 

The affair is regarded by the police as a 
very dastardly piece of lawlessness and 
it came near provoking’ serious trouble. 

Whether or not the four young men un- 
der arrest are the right parties and wheth- 
er Pitjman did the shooting, will be set-

Were it not for the special meeting of 
the city council which Mayor Woodward 
will probably calj-the last of the week to 
consider the federal prison site matter, this 
would have been an off week in municipal 
circles. The council does not meet in reg- 
ular session until next Monday week, and 
there will be few if any committee meet- 
ings until a few days prior to that time. 

The street committee, headed by Mayor 
Pro Tem, I. 8. Mitchell, will take advan- 
tage of this lull in business and go to Mem- 
pPhis Tuesday afternoon to inspect the 
street paving of that city. Mr. Pope, of the 
board of health, will also accompany the 
party, and he will inspect the Memphis 
crematory with a view to getting some 
points for the local departmem. It is 
said that Memphis has a first-class crema- 
tory, and as Atlanta is now wrestling with 
this problem, it is probable that the inves- 
tigations of Mr. Pope will be of value. 

The party will leave on a special car over 
the Southern railway and will arrive tn 
Memphis early Wednesday morning. Either 
the Gayoso or the Peabody hotel will be 
headquarters. The Atlanta officials will no 
doubt be shown many courtesies by the 
Memphis people, and a steamboat ride on 
the Mississippi will be on the programme. 
The Atlantians will leave Memphis Thurs- 
day night at 8 o’elock and will arrive ‘n 
Atlanta Friday morning at 11:30 o'clock. 
There will be about ten or twelve in the 
party and a good time is assured. 

The Depot Matter. 

The new depot question is status quo. No 
move has been taken by either the city or 
the railroads since the last meeting of 
council a week ago. At this session a spe- 
cial committee was appointed to confer 
with the railroads, but this body hag had 
no meeting and absolutely nothing has been 
done so far as known. 

Mayor Woodward, chairman of the com- 
mittee, stated yesterday he would proba- 
bly call the committee together in the next 
few days. The only hope for the depot Hes 
in the work of this committee, and the 
outcome wil] be watched with interest. 

The council will take up Alderman May- 
son’s ordinance prohibiting the switching 
of freight cars over the Whitehall, Loyd 
and Pryor street crossings between the 
hours of 6 a. m. and 10 p. m. at its next 
regular session. It is probable the measure 
will bring on a hard fight. There is a 
strong sentiment in council in favor of the 
ordinance, while others oppose it. It is 
hard to tell what the outcome will be. 

Will Reopen the Fight. 

The fight over the Sunday closing of 
the cigar stands which resulted in such a 
warm debate at the last meeting of the 
council will probably be repeated at the 
next session. Alderman Turner has given 
notice of reconsideration, and this means 
that he and probably Alderman Mayson are 
going to try to close up all the cigar stands 
cn the Sabbath. 3 

Councilman Thomson, who made such a 
forceful speech in favor of Sunday clos- 
ing before, will probably be heard again, 
and Councilman Hammond will no doubt 
lift his voice in favor of the present regula- 
tion. The debate last week was one of the 
most interesting heard in the council cham- 
ber and unless the move of Alderman 
Turner is sidetracked in some way in the 
beginning, there will undoubtedly be an- 
other lively time. The majority of the 
council seems to be in favor of the present 
regulations, but Alderman Turner hopes he 
will be successful. 

Uncer this same head will come the ‘or- 
dinance of Councilman McCullough allow- 
ing the sale of fruit on Sunday. The mat- 
ter has been agitated for some time, and 
those who have made a careful study of 
the. situation say the measure stands a 
good showing of adoption. Mayor Wood- 
ward is heartily in favor of it, as well as 
a good number of councilmen, and it is 
predicted that Mr. McCullough will be suc- 
cessful. 


HAS WEEK OF HARD WORE YET. 


Presbyterian General Assembly Will 
Be Kept Quite Busy.

DIED YESTERDAY 


His Unexpected Death Resulted from 
Heart Failure. 


HE WAS ILL ONLY TWO DAYS 


The Heart Failure Was Superinduced 
by Acute Indigestion. 


FUNERAL SERVICES TO BE HELD TODAY 


Deceased Was Well-Known Citizen, 
Having Been a Resident Here for 
More Than Thirty Years. 


Zach T. Johnson, a man well known in 
this city, died early yesterday morning at 
his residence, 475 Whitehall street. He 
had reached the age of forty-nine years 
and had for some time been one of the 
most respected citizens of Atlanta. His 
demise, which resulted from heart failure, 
superinduced by acute indigestion, was 
entirely unexpected. 

Friday morning Mr. Johnson announced 
that he was suffering. When he came to 
the city to atteng to his business that day 
he consulted a physician, who told him 
that indigestion was the cause of his suf- 
fering, and advised him to diet himself. 
Mr. Johnson did so, and Saturday felt 
much improved in condition, although he 
tolg Captain G. J. Dallas, who was in the 
same office with him, that he did not feel’ 
well. 

Saturday night, however, his condition 
was decidedly more favorable, and he came 
to the city after supper, talked with a 
number of his friends and told them of his 
suffering from _ indigestion. Yesterday 
morning about 5:30 o’clock Mr. Johnson 
left his bed and woke up his sister, Miss 
Sally R. Johnson, stating he was in great 
pain. She prepared a remedy for him and 
sent a messenger for Dr. J. P. Dawson. 

When the physician arrived Mr, Johnson 
returned to his bed and Dr. Dawson began 
applying mustard plasters. One was placed 
upon the chest of the patient and one 
upon his back. When this last plaster 
wis applieq Mr. Johnson said: “Ah, doctor, 
that hit the right spet,” and the words had 
hardly left his lips before he gave a gasp 
and was dead. This was at 6:40 o'clock, 
less than an hour after Mr. Johnson was 
walking around ‘tthe house, taking such 
remedies as he thought proper to alleviate 
his suffering. 

Mr. Johnson was a single man and is 
survived by his father, R. J. Johnson; his 
sister, .Miss Sally R. Johnson, and his 
brothers—George N. Johnson, William M. 
Johnson and James N,. Johnson. 

He was born and educated in Newton 
county, but was a resident of Atlanta for 
more than thirty years. A number of 
years ago he was engaged in the wholesale 
grocery business, under the firm name of 
Johnson, Dunn & Co., and later under the 
name of Johnson, Kenny & Co. Both 
firms were located at 64 and 66 East Ala- 
bama street. After leaving this business 
Mr. Johnson entered the real estate trade, 
managing his own property. This was his 
business until his death.

Yesterday afternoon, Will Clarke, a negro, 
rushed into the police barracks breathless 
and bareheaded to inform the officers of 
an affair in which he said Sorenzo Fos- 
ter had shot his wife. Clarke said that 
Foster ran into his, Clarke’s house 
and seized a pistol, saying: ““My wife has 
been misbehaving herseif, and I have de- 
cided to send her to torment.” 

Foster lives near Clarke, on the corner 
of Mary and Sims streets, and a few min- 
utes after he had seized the pistol, Fos- 
ter was heard shooting at his wife inside 
his house. 

Clarke had not stopped long enough to 
get his hat. but dashed out for the city and 
ran all the way to the police barracks. 

City Detective Harris made an investi- 
gation, and ascertained that the affair oc- 
curred outside the city limits, and the mat- 
ter was turned over to the sheriff. 

Deputy Chastain went to the piace. He 
found that Foster had shot his wife iwo 
or three times, and that one ‘bullet had hit 
her, but the wound was not dangerous. 

Foster thought, when he saw his wife 
fall with the blood gushing from the 
wound, that he had accomplished his mur- 
derous purpose, and he fed. 

An effort will be made to capture the 
would-be wife murderer. 

Clark, the negro who reported the shoot- 
ing, stated to the deputy that he felt het- 
ter about having done his duty in tnform- 
ing the officers of the law, but he wants 
Foster caught so he can recover the pistol. 


“Jesse Moore’—Take him in. 


BODY WAS FOUND | 


UN RIVER'S BANK 


Remains of Hiram G Randall 
Viscovered Yesterday, 


CAUSE OF DEATH UNKNOWN 


Discovery Was Made at 11 O'Clock 
Yesterday Morning, 


DA, W. C. FISHER HELD AN INQUEST 


Randall Was Once Postmaster at In- 
gleside—It Is Understood He 
Was a Resident of That Place 
at the Time of His 
Death. 


Half buried in a small sand pit on the 
banks of the Chattahoochee, the partilally 
decomposed body of Hiram G. Randall was 
found yesterday morning. 

The face of the body was black from the 
exposure, and in portions of the body, 
especially the hands, mortification had set 
in, showing that he man had been dead for 
some time before his body was discovered. 
It is not thought that Randall was the 
victim of fou] play, nor is it Lelieved he 
committed suicide, as when last seen he was 
in good spirits and there is no known rea- 
son for him to have taken his own life. 

An inquest was held yesterday by Dr. 
W. C. Fisher, justice of the peace of the 
district in which the body of Randall was 
found, and the jury found that the man had 
met his death from unknown causes.. 

Yesterday morning a pedestrian crossing 
the Collins bridge saw the body of a man 
lying among the weeds on the Cobb county 
side of the river. The pedestrian at once 
notified the people of Bolton of his discov- 
ery and a large crowd assembled at the 
river bank. Dr. W. C. Fisher secured a 
boat and brought the body to the Fulton 
county side, where it was left lying upon 
the bank, while the coroner was notified. 

There was difficulty, however, in finding 
the coroner and after about four hours of 
waiting, Dr. Fisher consented to summon 
a jury. A number of witnesses were ex- 
amined. It was found that Randall had 
given an Atlanta man $2 last Tuesday, 
which the Atlantian was to pay a Marietta 
concern, that amount being due by Ran- 
dall, 

The same day Randall rode out to the 
river on the Collins Park and Belt railroad 
trolley line. He talked to a number of 
persons near Bolton, but was not seen to 
return to Atlanta. Randall was last seen 
in Bolton last Tuesday afternoon. 

Randall lived at Ingleside, near Decatur, 
and was a respected citizen. He was for 
three years postmaster at Imeleside, but 
lost his position when the present adminis- 
tration began its rule. 

After hearing the evidence, the jury re- 
turned a verdict to the effect that the man 
had met his death from unknown causes. 
This verdict was signed by Dr. Fisher as 
foreman and was given to Coroner Stamps 
when he arrived upon the scene last night 
about 8 o’clock. 

Yesterday afternoon a hard rain began 
falling at the scene of the inquest and 
every one ran to cover, leaving the body, 
face upturned, to receive the full effects 
of the storm. This was done because it 
was thought to be imperative to leave the 
bedy as near as possible to the place in 
which it was found until the arrival of the 
coroner, 

When dusk came, however, a few an- 
nounced that they had more respect for the 
dead than they had for the law, and re- 
moved the body to the pavilion, where, it 
is understood, it remained last night, guard- 
ed by a few men. Late at night a coffin 
arrived from this city, in which the re- 
mains were placed, and it is said the inter- 
ment will oceur this morning in Hollywood 
cemetery unless the relatives of the man 
request that the body be given them for 
burial. 

The body was fully clothed when found 
and this pocket book contained a small 
amount of change, which discredits the 
theory that the man met his death at the 
hands of robbers. It is the belief in the vi- 
cinity in whjch the dead man was found 
that Randall's death was due to accidental 
drowning, he probably having fallen into 
the river while walking on its banks. 


THE POSTOFFICE PAYS NICELY. 


Immense Business Is Done at Skag- 
way in Alaska. 
Washington, May 21.—A remarkable state 
of affairs in postal history is shown at 
Skagway, Alaska, the gateway to the Yu- 
kon, in reports just received at the post- 

office department. 

The office was established and opened 
at Skagway January 1, 1898, and W. B. 
Sampson was appointed postmaster. With 
the rush into the Yukon and the Klon- 
dike, Skagway’s postal business develop- 
ed with a rapidity unprecedented. The re- 
ceipts for the year ended March 31, 1899, 
were $5,848. The money order receipts for 
the year ended April 4, 1899, were $420,000, 
About 125 letters were registered daily, 
and frequently there were applications for 
twenty or twenty-five money orders of 
$100, the largest amount a money order 
carries.

FOWLER KNOWN IN ATLANTA 
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Famous South Carolina Convict Has 
an Interesting History. 


TRIED TO COLLECT INSURANCE 
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Succeeded with One Accident Company, 
but Failed with Another—Shot 
Both Arms Off. 


A. R. Fowler, the erstwhile Methodist 
preacker, who is now serving a term in the 
South Carolina penitentiary for forgery, 
and who. it is claimed, shot an arm off in 
order to get the insurance money, is well 
known in Atlanta and has an interesting 
career here, It is said he will soon be par- 
doned, 

Fowler was paid an insurance policy by 
the Aetna Insurance Company, represented 
by Charles C. Thorn in Atlanta. He also 
had cne in the Preferred Accident Com- 
pany, which declined to pay and won in 
the courts. 

Mr. Thorn made the following interesting 
statement about the case yesterday: 

“T read the Fowler article in the paper 
this morning and was interested in it be- 
cause I had received a letter from Fowler 
only a few days since. I met him when 
he first came to Atlanta a few years ago. 
Shortly after he unfortunately lost his right 
arm by the accidental discharge of a shot- 
gun. He was then the assistant editor 
of The Journal, the organ of the Presbyte- 
rian college of South Carolina, and by his 
gentlemanly bearing and suave manner, 
made a good impression upon me. At the 
time his trial was in progress against the 
Preferred Insurance Company for $2,500 due 
under his policy contract. 

“The defense of the company was not 
that he shot off his hand intentionally, but 
that the policy had not been delivered. 
There was no evidence whatever that he 
had intentionally shot off his arm, and of 
course my sympathy was with him in his 
suit. His case was non-suited and carried 
to the supreme court, the verdict of the 
judge being sustained. Shortly after this 
he applied for a $10,000 policy in my com- 
pany, the Aetna, but the policy -was not 
issued for that amount because he had pre- 
viously lost his right hand. The applica- 
tion had never been signed. nor had any 
portion of the premium been paid, but he 
had verbal promise of protection until the 
company could be heard from, who, instead 
of accepting the application for $10,000, au- 
thorized the issue of $5,000 to Fowler. In 
the meantime he went out bird hunting and 
in geome manner accidentally lost his left 
hand, for which my company immediately 
indemnified him for the full amount con- 
tracted for—$1,666. 66. 

‘“T personally never believed that he lost 
either one of his hands intentionally, be- 
was no evidence whatsoever, 
nor did the company think so, as it is not 
in the habit of paying fraudulent claims. 
I received a letter from Fowler the other 
day telling me that he was writing a his- 
tory of his life, entitled ‘From the Pulpit 
to the Penitentiary,’ which he promises will 
be an interesting affair. If Fowler ever 
victimized my company it never said so. 

“The small amount paid him was poor 
compensation for the intentional loss of his 
remaining hand. The letter written me by 
him was legible and was written by him- 
self with his substitute for a hand.”

EXERCISES AT ORPHANAGE TONIGHT 


Children Will Be Examined—Tomor- 
row Afternoon the New Hospital 
Building Will Be Dedicated. 


Services were conducted last night in the 
Temple, corner Forsyth and Garnett streets, 
in memory of the Baroness de Hirsch, 
who died on the ever of the Jewish pass- 
ever, during the latter part of March, and 
who was one of the best known women in 


world as a result of charities, 


The address of the evening was made 
by Hon Simon Wolf, of Washington, D. 
C., president of the board of trustees of 


the Jewish orphans’ Rome, of this city. 


Mr. Wolf is in Atlanta for the purpose of 
being present at the exercises to be held 


at the home during the next few days, 


and when it was learned that he would 
be in the city he was invited to make the 


address at the Temple. 


Dr. Edward M. Calisch, of Richmond, was 
to have participated in the services last 
night, but owing to the death of a member 


ef his congrégation his arrival in this 
city was delayed. He will, however, be 
here for the exercises at the home today 
and tomorrow. 

The services last night opened with 
Chopin's funeral march by Professor Mayer. 
Rabbi Marx offered the invocation and Sam 
Burbank rendered “‘By the Waters of Baby- 
icn”” in a beautiful manner. 

The address of Mr. Wolf was exceilent. 
He delivered it with great force, and his 
eloquent sentences greatly impressed fis 
hearers. He began by saying that he de- 
plored that Dr. Calisch was unable to be 
present. 

He said the occasion should be one of 
rejoicing rather than mourning, “We 
should rejoice,’ said he, ‘‘that we have 
been permitted by God to lve in the same 
age with this magnificent woman, who 
has shown the world what blessings riches 
may be when in the hands of godly peo- 
pie.”’ 

He said that while it was true she de- 
voted herself considerably to her co-re- 
ligionists, it was also a fact that she was 
every ready to reiieve distress wherever it 
became known to her, and she would sit 
up at night to pour over the thousands 
of begging letters that reached her from 
all portions of the world. The object of 
this ‘‘queen bountiful,’’ said Mr. Wolf, was 


not to bind together with heavy chains the 


people of the world, but to weld them to- 
gether with a golden link that all, no mat- 
ter what creed or race or country, might 
live together in harmony, each seeing the 
virtues of the other and overlooking their 
faults. 

Mr. Wolf said that all countrites had been 
benefited by this woman, and that the ex- 
tent of her charities were unknown. It is 
known, he said, that she gave away $4,000,- 
000, but many large sums must remain un- 
heard of. He spoke of the fact that At- 
lanta had received £1,500 of the money of 
Baroness de Hirsch, saying that the hos- 
pital building of the orphans’ home, which 
is to be dedicated tomorrow, was: her gift. 
Then turning to the orphans of the home, 
who occupied front seats in the Temple, 
Mr. Wolf said that each of them had the 
powe rto become charitable like Baroness 
de Hirsch, and although none of them 
would probably ever have the means that 
she hd, yet they could give in a small way, 
and after all, it was not the amount of 
the gift tht the world looked at and which 
commanded respect, but the motive behind 
the gift. 

After the services at the Temple, Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph Hirsch entertained those who 
attended at their home on South Forsyth 
Street. The home was beautifully deco- 
rated for the occasion and an elaborate 
ment was served. Among those present 
were Hon. Simon Wolf, Sol Weil, E. A.

Riordan’s Weekly Letter. 


New York, May 21.—Another week of nar- 
row fluctuations closes with cotton prices 
a shade higher. The good demand for 
spots, started last week, continued, and this 
caused moderate short covering. As there 
were few selling orders, the small gain re- 
sulted. Such crop accounts as have been 
received during the week are conflicting. 
On the whole, they are regarded as rather 
favorable, but not sufficiently se to induce 
any confident selling. August, which closed 
last. Saturday at 5.89 to 5.9, closed today 
at 5.93 to 5.4, with the tone of the market 
quiet. 

There has hardly ever been a time when 
operators—either bulls. or bears—showed 
less disposition to back their opinions of 
the future course of prices by ventures in 
the market. Both sides believe strongly that 
their views will prove to bw fully Justified, 
but both prefer to await some definite de- 
velopment which wiil give prices a start in 
one direction or the other, before taking 
hold. That a majority of people here, in 
Liverpool and New Orleans believe in lower 
prices, canot be denied. This, however, 
was also the case last winter when prices 
were at the bottom, and when any advance 
looked hopeless. A rise of 1 cent a pound 
followed, nevertheless, when the slightest 
encouragement came. Thre is room for a 
repetition of this and more, should events 
justify it. It is true that the world is 
plentifully supplied at present, and that the 
contemplated acreage, though tess than last 
year, is ample to raise a mammoth crop, 
should the season be entirely favorable. 
But the price, the poor preparation and late 
Start, the unequaled prosperity of business 
in this country and elsewhere, the steadily 
increasing consumption and the readiness 
of investors to take hold of anything that 
promises to pay, all stand ready to accen- 
tuate and magnify any danger or damage 


to the growing crop. I consider the reports . 


from the south quite satisfactory at pres- 


ent, but it is too early yet for either crop 
Scares or actual harm.

Sixteen new members were admitted to the 
congregation, both by letter and profes- 
sion of faith. 


: AT FIRST BAPTIST. : 


Dr. Landrum delivered the baccalaure- 
ate sermon yesterday morning to the young 
ladies of the Southern Female college, and 
an unusually large congregation filled the 
auditorium of the First Baptist church. 

The address of Dr. Landrum was one of 
the ablest he has ever delivered. He took 
his text from Revelations v:l: ‘And I 
saw in the right hand of him that seat 
on the throne a book written within and 
on the backside, sealed with seven seals.” 

Dr. Landrum began by speaking of the 
blessings that books brought to the world, 
declaring that a home without books was 
a desert. He said in part: ‘ 

“The silence of God cannot sometimes 
be borne by us, and many of us do not 
see why the Divine Creator should not 
manifest His presence around us, sothat 
the doubting will see and know. The 
wicked we se, go by witHout punishment; 
the ground does not even open up and 
swallow the sinful; the mountains do not 
fall over and smother the blasphemous, 
but the silence of God. is the course He 
has chosen to impress the world. God's 
silence may be explained in three ways, 
first by His desire for us to learn. 

‘“‘God did not tell us that the earth was 
round. He sent a Galileo who, by perse- 
verance and endurance, made known that 
fact. He did not impart to a man in 
former ages the secret of gravitation for 
he preferred to let Newton discover the 
wonderful law. The second reason is that 
knowing the mysteries which He has 
chosen to keep from us might be an in- 
jury as it might thwart the plans of God. 
The last reason is that a god fully Known 
would not be a God at all. 

‘When our feeble brains stagger like a 
drunken man under the oppressive philos- 
ophy 6f the unknown world, we are apt 
to fall on our knees like little children and 
repeat the simple prayer of Christ—‘Our 
Father which art in heaven.’ 

“The old question, ‘If a man die shall 
he live again?’ is still the question of the 
ages, but to.ethose with the faith born of 
God there is little to be solved in our 
inner beings. 

“The great principle of the conserva- 
tion of energy has been discovered by 
science, and we are told that though mat- 
ter may change its form chemically and 
physically that nothing in the world of 
science is lost; that it is all saved up and 
stored away for future. purposes. There 
is, therefore, all the reason tin the world 
to beltevg that which jis especially born 
of God, a human soul, is not doomed to 
be lost, but ts. fo be conseryed and saved 


by Him.” 

At the close of his sermon Dr. Landrum 
addressed a few appropriate words to} 
the Graduating class of the Southern Fe- 
male college, remarking that not only 
every member of the large class, but every 
student in the entire school had made 
profession of faith in Christ.

mind. This cannot. be nourished as they 
are, so we find God early making revolations 
of Himself and His will to me and sending 
His spirit and instituting His worship for 
the enlightment and uplifting of the spirit- 
val part in man. That time might be had 
for the regular study of His word and 
excises of His worship He instituted in the 
beginning the Sabbath day, which He sanc- 
tified and commanded that it be Kept as a 
holy day—not an holiday—throughout all 
generations. 

“This, in brief, is the origin and the use 
of the sacred day. It stands in its place 
in decalogue and can no more be expunged 
or amended than any of the other nine, 
The individual who treats it lightly must 
expect to answer therefor at the day of 
judgment, and he who makes his people 
to sin must answer for thelr sin also.. 

“As to the manner in which the day is 
to be observed, we can find no better rule 
than the practice of the only perfect man. 
He did good on the Sabbath day. All works 
of necessity and mercy rightly have a place 
in this day. The Pharisees erred in that 
they thought hungry men ought not to eat 
and sick men ought not to be healed on that 
day. They made the day greater than the 
necessities of men. Christ made the doing 
of God to men greater than the day. ‘The 
Sabbath was made for man, not man for 
the Sabbath.’ 

“Any man whose heart is right with God 
and who seeKs to know and to do His 
will, will have no difficulty in determining 
what is and what is not admissible on the 
Lord's day. The ceremonial observance of 
the day imposed upon the Jews is certainly 
not required of us, but the practices. of 
most of the European and South American 
nations are certainly not admissible.
